AVENDMENT NO. . Anmend Senate Bill 1003 by replacing

everything after the enacting clause with the foll ow ng:

"Section 5. The Environnental Protection Act is anended

by adding Section 9.11 as foll ows:

(415 ILCS 5/9.11 new)

Sec. 9.11. Geat Lakes Areas of Concern; nercury.

(a) The General Assenbly finds that:

(1) The governnent of the United States of Anerica

and the government of Canada have entered i nto agreenents

on Geat Lakes water quality by signature of the Geat

Lakes Water Quality Agreenent of 1978, which was anended

by Protocol signed on Novenber 18, 1987.

(2) The governnent of the United States of Anerica

and the government of Canada, in cooperation wth the

state and provincial qgovernnents, were required to

desi gnat e geographic areas, called Areas of Concern, that

fail to neet the general or specific objectives of the

Geat Lakes Water Quality Agreenent, and where such

failure has caused or is likely to cause inpairnent of

benefi ci al use or failure of the ability of the area to

support aquatic life.
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(3) The governnent of the United States of Anerica

and the governnent of Canada have identified 43 Areas of

Concern, 26 of which are in waters of the United States

of Anerica and 17 of which are in the waters of Canada.

(4) VWaukegan Harbor in lllinois was desi gnated an

Area of Concern in 1981 by the International Joi nt

Commission, the United States Environnental Protection

Agency, and the Illinois Environnmental Protection Agency

as a result of the discovery of 5 beneficial use

impairnents, as defined in Annex 2 of the Great Lakes

Water Quality Agreenent. Beneficial use inpairments at

the Waukegan Harbor Area of Concern were identified as

the restrictions on fish consunption, degradation of

bent hos, restrictions on dredging activities, degradation

of phyt opl ankt on and zoopl ankt on popul ati ons, and | oss of

fish and wildlife habitat.

(5) The ogovernnent of the United States of Anerica

and the governnment of Canada cooperate with the state and

provi ncial governnents to ensure that renedial action

plans are developed to restore all inpaired uses to the

Areas of Concern.

(6) Mercury has been identified as a persistent

bi oaccunul ative contanminant of concern throughout the

G eat Lakes, including Lake Mchigan, resulting in health

advi sories and restrictions on fish consunption.

(7) The thermal treatnent of sludge creates nercury

enl Ssi ons.

(b) The Agency shall not issue any pernt to devel op,

truct, or operate, within one nile of any portion of Lake

M ch

igan that has been designated an Area of Concern under

t he

G eat Lakes Water Quality Agreenment as of the effective

dat e

of this Section, any site or facility for the thernal

treatnent of sludge, unless the applicant submts to the

Agen

cy proof that the site or facility has received | ocal
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siting approval fromthe governing body of the nunicipality

in which the site or facility is proposed to be |ocated (or

fromthe county board if located in an unincorporated area),

in accordance with Section 39.2 of this Act. For the
purposes of this Section, "thermal treatnent" includes,
without Jlimtation, dryi ng, i nci nerating, and any other

processing that subjects the sl udge to an el evat ed

tenperature.".
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
